EW YORK BANKERS are reported to stand ready 
to provide something like $5,500,000 new cash for a 
reorganized Studebaker Corp. Which is interpreted to 
mean that it won’t be long now before the company, 
founded in 1852, shakes off the receivership shackles. 
While this is mighty good news for Studebaker, yet 
there is more significance attached to it than you get 
at first glance. As I sense it, it marks a definite turn 
in the feelings of the bankers toward the automobile 
industry. It proves, I think, that these cautious indi- 
viduals are at last satisfied that the automobile business 
really is out of the depression woods; that it is again 
a good risk, one that is worthy of financial support such 
as is being offered Studebaker. I think this is the first 
time since the depression started that Big Money has 
shown itself unafraid. 
= * * * 

STUDEBAKER HAS WAGED a gallant fight ever 
since it went into receivership in March, 1933. Instead 
of folding up as is done in most cases of this kind, Paul 
Hoffman, Harold Vance and A. G. Bean, the receivers, 
went ahead as if nothing of this sort had occurred. The 
dealership stood by the colors and as of today there are 
2,000 retailers selling the product in this country and 
there are 700 export outlets, more than Studebaker 
had before the court order. 

And it is interesting, too, to scan ADN’s “Top Ten” 
and find Studebaker is credited with having sold more 
ears so far this year than any other “independent,” 
unless you class Ford as an independent. Undoubtedly 
the receivership slowed Studebaker a bit but, on the 
other hand, the sales sheet reflects the confidence 
the public has in the ancient and honorable House of 
Studebaker which has been selling us mileage for 82 
years.

SINCE THE LAST joint show of those who manu- 
facture parts and fitments that go into the construction 
of the automobile, held in Chicago, there has come into 
the picture a new marketing outlet for all branches of 
the industry—the neighborhood sales-service station. 
The idea still is so young that those who drafted the 
programs of the conventions sponsoring the ASI show 
in Cleveland next week—the National Standard Parts 
Assn., Motor & Equipment Manufacturers Assn. and 
the Motor & Equipment Wholesalers Assn.—never gave 
it a thought apparently.

BUT WHILE NEIGHBORHOOD sales-service is not 
down officially for discussion at Cleveland, it is dollars 
to doughnuts that the parts people are going to do a 
lot of talking about it off the record. The baby idea 
has grown to a giant in the last three months, and both 
manufacturers and jobbers must realize that it is a 
most important factor in their scheme for next year. 

Mebbe some one will get up in open meeting at Cleve- 
land and ask his fellows what they know about neigh- 
borhood sales-service and how it is going to affect the 
tire manufacturers, the battery people, oil and gas and 
parts and accessories. Mebbe such an experience session 
would bring out that neighborhood sales-service is a 
blessing in disguise for those seeking new outlets. 

Neighborhood sales-service was not scheduled as part 
of the program of the meeting of Ford dealers in Chi- 
cago recently, which also was attended by the folk from 
the factory, but someone started the ball rolling by 
asking questions about it, which resulted in a forum 
which proved highly educational to all the dealers and 
did much to make them see the possibilities of this 
revolutionary idea. A tip for Cleveland.

While this may have little effect stepping up the public 
announcements of new lines, it will give dealers a better 
opportunity to stock up with new cars before the public 
announcements are made. The first definite indication 
that plants are making better progress came at a meet- 
ing and preview of new models held by the Hudson 
Motor Car Co., here yesterday. While details of the 
new Hudson models shown are still confidential and cars 
will not be out on display until around the first of the 
year, the bodies on the new line will be longer and 
roomier and will offer a full steel roof for the first time 
in history. In addition, it was revealed that when the 
new cars are offered to the public the buyer will have 
an option of buying a new Hudson with an entirely 
new and simplified method of driving control at slightly 


extra cost.

Early reports of state registrations re- 
ceived by R. L. Polk & Co., representing 
15.43 per cent of the nation, for October 
show a strong upturn for the month. 
With 13 states showing a total of 25,385 
new passenger car registrations in October, Polk places 
the total for all states for the month at 150,000 units.

October truck sales have made an even 
better showing than passengers cars ac- 
cording to the Polk report. In the 13 
states to report to date representing 18.02 
per cent of the country, truck sales 
reached a total of 8,452 units. This is an increase of 
67.13 per cent over the 5,057 of October a year ago, and 
18.94 per cent over the same states in September this

year when 7,106 trucks were registered. On this basis 
Polk estimates October truck registrations at 42,000 
units, which would be the highest monthly mark set 
since May 1930 and the best October since. 1929.

In connection with the preview R. D. 
Chapin, president of Hudson, issued a 
statement in which he pointed to the 
events of the past 15 months as indicat- 
ing a most promising outlook for 19365. 
Production of passenger cars in the United States and 
Canada during the first nine months of this year 
reached a total of 2,019,008 units, Chapin said, which 
is an increase of 41 per cent over the same period last 
year. Total output of passenger cars in 1934, he said, 
should run close to 2,250,000 units, which would be the 
best year since 1930. He called attention to the prog- 
ress made in agricultural sections during the past year 
and the corresponding increase in new car sales in the 
rural section. This, he stated, indicates a growing re- 
placement demand which should bring about further 
sales increases in the coming year.
